We often

which Indicate an Impression that 
politicians are rather a low set of 
fellows, with selfish alms and cor­ 
rupt 
practices, 
who 
manipulate 
party politics for their own ad­ 
vantag e, and that the less self- 
respecting g entlemen have to do 
with them the better. 
If that !« ever the case, and it 
e u h v 5oct. 
undoubtedly is the ease at some 
limes 
a id in some places, it Is alway s because at such 
times 
and in such p * » ^ political control Is allowed to 
go by defa ult 
Another reason or ex cuse for not taking part in polit­ 
ical affairs Is the direct reverse of those that I have 
mentioned; It is that the party manag ement Is satis­ 
factory ; that matters g o along very well, and that a man 
does his duty to his party ' If he supports its ticket with 
his vote, and perhaps contributes his fair share toward 
the pay ment of Its ex penses. 
This position can never 
be maintained. 
None of these reasons for not taking part in party 
politics is ordinarily the real reason. 
The real reason 
la that men are unwilling to spend the time and the 
money and the labor necessary for the due perform­ 
ance of their duties as clti/.eus; that they prefer to 
attend to their professions, their business, their pleas­ 
ures, and allow others to g overn them, rather than to 
take part in g overning themselves. 
They are willing to pursue a course which, if shared 
ia by the rest of their country men, would bring our 
constitutional g overnment to an Immediate end, wreck 
eur prosperity and stop our prog ress.

Conditions of ten y ears

ing In prosperity need more railroads to transport the 
fruits of their labor. 
The railroad plant Is Insufficient to meet the demands 
of tho country , and the country is g rowing more rapidly 
than railway mileag e or e^lpm ent construction. 
I am 
not 
one of those who fear that socialism, or advanced 
radicalism, or untried theories 
put Into ituwlse prac­ 
tice are to be carried Into effect to such an ex tent as to 
produce financial or Industrial paraly sis. 
I believe that 
these g reat corporations should be under the rig id super­ 
vision of the States and of the g eneral g overnment. 
Because of the present marvelous development the 
American people want railway s built, and they believe 
that those who take the risks should have a fair return 
u ix m their money . 
The millions of people who make 
direct Investments or indirect ones throug h their depos­ 
its in saving s banks and other institutions, and that vast 
army of labor, comprising one-fifth of our electorate, 
who are dependent upon railway prosperity for their liv­ 
ing , are the substantial basis of the safety of the present 
and the g rowth of the future.

HOW HORSES ARE TORTURED. 


If y ou will stop to notice the chnr- 
lcter of the bits used on the hoists 
y ou will g et another view of the cruel­ 
ty done to our faithful servants. And 
if y ou could make an ex amination of 
these Lits ary l headg ear, y ou would be 
» ore astonished than ever. 
It would bo impossible to estimate 
the suffering that horses underg o from 
hig h cheeking r.nd from the weig ht of 
metal broug ht to bear on their frail j 
anderjaws. 


The modern fashionable bit weig hs 
two and a half pounds. The weig ht of 
that bit rests on the lower jaw, where ! 
the bone Is the frailest in the whole I 
anatomy of the horse. 
There are no I 
teeth to prevent the big ,heavy bit from ! 
bruising the tender J awbone. At that \ 
point there is only a tusk. I have seen j 
that lone tooth so sore and tender from 
where the heavy hits hit it that the 
horse could hardly be bridled at all. 
Besides 
this 
two-nnd-a-half-pouud 
bit, there is another bit in the horse's 
mouth, one to which the ebeckrein Is 
fastened. 
The latest fashionable check 
works on a pulley . 
Then, with a mar­ 
ting ale fastened to tho noseband and 
belly band, the horse can’t even toss nig 
bead hig her. lf it was a phy sical possi­ 
bility , to g et the temporary rest that 
that would afford him. 
But we seem to Ik* g etting worse in ­ 
stead of better. 
The latest invention 
U a bit with a tremendous paw ruri­ 
ft tug hack and squeezing the 
horse's 
tong ue down so that he cannot move 
ft. 
Till« last offofji of fashion, of course, 
Is to keep the horse's tong ue from loll­ 
ing from his mouth when he is checked 
•d hig h that In his ag ony he lets the 
fftfug ue out to try some chang e to re- 
ktrrs the putu. 
.’ houg h ibe bulldog In 


the seat of the carriag e may have his 
tong ue hang ing out without showing 
bad form, still for the hot, prancing 
horse to do it is simply intolerable! 
If y ou want to imag ine something of 
the ag ony of the modern fashionable 
carriag e horse, g o to any swell harness 
store and lift the head sta ll with the 
bits In place. 
And any horse will g o 
better with a plain snaffle 
bit 
its 
weig ht Is one-tenth that of the other, 
and tho horse obey s the rein quicker. 
But the objection to the snaiile bit is 
thiit r horse will act na tura lly ; ho will 
look around and enjoy his work, if he 
can. 
The bit doesn’t hurt him, and he 
does not appear ex cited. 
But the trouble with drivers of “ sty ­ 
lish” horses Is that they do not under­ 
stand how these thing s 
decreed 
by 
fashion torture the horses. 
I believe

know horses, thoug h men and women 
are the harder to understand.

THE BREADFRUIT TREE. 


Many Ways 
w hich This Strange 
Tropical Plant Is Utilized. 
The breadfru it tree is a native of 
Sou thern Asia, the W est IndiC3, the 
Sou th Pacific Islands and the Indiau 
archipelago. 
In appearance It resem­ 
bles somewhat the wild chestnu t. 
It 
prows to th* height of forty or fifty 
feet, and has dark •green leaves, many 
of them two feet in length, which are 
deeply divided Into pointed lobes. 
Hidden among the great leave® the 
breadfru it grows, says “The Baltimore 
Su n. ’ 
It is nearly spherical, often 
weighs fou r or more pou nds and has a 
thick yellow rind. 
This fru it is the 
chief food of the Sou th Sea Islanders. 
They seldom eat a meal withou t it. 
The eatable part lies between the 
rind and the core and when fu Hy ripe 
is yellow and ju icy. 
The fru it is 
better before it fa a« fu lly matu red, and 
tfhe natives gather K while the pu lp 
In white. 
Before it is ready for table u se g. 
mu st be roasted, when it looks like 
wheat bread and 1® both palatable and 
nu tritiou s. 
Usu ally the fru it is cu t 
into three or fou r slices and roasted 
or baked in an oven. 
Freq u ently the people of a village 
join in making a hu ge oven, in whicih 
several hu ndred breadfru its may be 
baked at one time. Thu s they are all 
« su pplied with bread withou t its cost­ 
ing any of them mu ch labor Prepared 
in this way the bread will keep for 
weeks. 
The breadfru it is in season eight 
months of the year. 
When the season 
finally draws to a close the last fru its 
are gathered and made into a sou r 
paste called “mahel.” This paste will 
keep good for months and is made 
into balls, wra/pped in leaves and bak­ 
ed, ju st as needed. 
Bread is *ot the only produ ct of the 
breadfru it tree. From it cement, cloth, 
tinder and lu mber are also obtained. 
A glu tinou s, milky ju ice oozes from 
the tru nk of the tree, which makes 
an excellent cement when boiled with 
cocoau nt oil. 
From the fibrou s Inner 
bark a kind of coarse eio*h is made, 
and the big leaves make good towels. 
The

is 
u sed 
foT 
bnlkling 
hoir-e-s au d many ot.hCr pu rpose» Be­ 
sides all this, the dried blossoms are 
u sed as tinder when fires are kindled 


. 
For 
removing ru st from polished 
steel, an effective m ixtu re is made by 
taking 10 ¡» arts of tin pu tty, 8 parts of 
prepared bu ekliorn and 250 parts spir­ 
its of wine. 
These ingredients 
are ! 
I mixed to a soft paste and ru bbed in 011 ; 
! the su rface u ntil the ru st disappears.

Y., described his wonderfu l hou se to 
the members. “To start with,” he said, 
“I had plans drawn for two hou ses, 
one with and one withou t a kitchen 
chimney. 
The cost of the chimney less 
hou se was enou gh less than the other 
to pay for the wiring and eq u ipment, 
and after a cou ple of years’ experience, 
I can say—with my wife’s au thority— 
that nothing wou ld Indu ce u s to go 
back to coal and gas. 
I 
11 the kitchen 
there are an electric oven, griddle-eake 
cooker, meat broiler, 
cereal 
cooker, j 
w ater heater, egg boiler, potato steam­ 
er, frying pan, coffee percolator and a 
stove for ordinary cooking u tensils. 
The whole ou tfit can be pu rchased for 
abou t $55. 
Bu t this Is not the only 
way we can u se electricity. In the din- i 
ing room there is a small electric table 
for a chafing dish and percolator. On 
the veranda and in the smoking room 
electric cigar lighters make matches 
an u nknown q u antity. 
I 11 the sewing 
room the machine Is ru n and the flat­ 
iron heated by electricity. 
In 
the 
bathroom an electric shaving mu g fu r­ 
nishes hot water in less than a minu te. 
An electric radiator takes the chill 
off the room and an electric 
heater 
warms the water. 
I am not su re that 
I have given you a complete list of all 
ou r devices. 
To ‘bu ild a fire’ in ou r 
hou se means simply to tu rn a switch 
or to tu rn a plu g, and the req u ired de­ 
gree of hent, mild or extreme, is there 
in a few* seconds. 
The possibility of 
regu lating the degree of heat exactly 
as tinte d resu lts in considerable econ­ 
omy of fu el. 
As to cost, I have kept 
carefu l records, and the average month­ 
ly bill for electricity for two years Is 
$<’>.(>0 a month, or abou t 10 per 
cent 
more than we paid for coal or gas. And 
there are 110 ashes to carry away, no 
fires to bu ild, no du st nor dirt. 
The 
electric kitchen Is as neat, clean au d 
hen ft. by u s the sitting room. 
Thero is 
no dou bt that the electric home will be 
commonplace in a little while. The im­ 
mense increase in the sale of all sorts 
of domestic electrical apparatu s proves 
that.” 


Sug a r a s Fo o d. 
Two scientists have recently reach­ 
ed very different eoneiu adons in regard 
to the nou rishing valu e of su gar. 
In 
recent years experts have shown an 
inclination to recommend with great 
warmth su gar as an article of food. 
Now, however, an entirely different 
view of the m atter is taken by Dr. 
von 
Bu nge, in an article 
pu blished 
in the Jou rnal for Biology, u nder the 
title “The Increasing Consu mption o! 
Su gar, and its Dangers.” 
The Investigator 
conclu des 
from 
the well-known fact that children who 
eat 
su gar are pale and 
have bad 
teeth, that su gar, owing to the fact 
that it does not contain iron and lime, 
and 
that it is su bstitu ted for other 
foods containing these m aterial« , has 
an inju riou s effect, and its u se shou ld 
not be recommended. For this reason 
Dr. von Bu nge advocates an increase 
of the German su gar tax. 
Another 
im portant 
physiologist, 
Prof. Lepine, of Lyons, takes a dia 
m etrically 
opposite 
position, 
and 
shows from von Bu nge’s own tablet 
th at there la very little lime or iron 
in any of ou r food. 
His conclu sion 
is that an increased consu mption ol 
su gar cou ld not for the reasons ad- 
\ a need by von Bu ne have a deleteri­ 
ou s effect. 
He. moreover, calls at­ 
tention to the fact that in France, 
where, owing to its high price, su gar 
is really an article of lu xu ry, and 
where accordingly only one-third as 
mu ch per head of popu lation is u sed 
as in Germany, the people do not 
seem to enjoy better health than the 
Germans. 
The only had resu lt of the large 
consu mption of su gar in Germany ap 
pears to be an increased demand for 
the services of dentieis, bu t In this 
respect Germany’s dental trou ble« are 
not greater than France's. 
Prof. Le- 
jnne declares that, from the stand- 
ixnnt of a hvgienist, he wou ld rejoice 
to see his felTow-cou ntrymen increase 
their oo-nvsu mption of su gar fou rfold 
and that he wou ld not have the slight­ 
est anxiety in regard to conseq u ences. 
—Picayu ne.

The d eath of Alon zo Green e Smith 
here yesterd ay removes on e of the pic­ 
turesque characters from In d ian a pol­ 
itics. 
“Green e” Smith, as he was gen ­ 
erally kn own from on e en d of the 
state to the other, was on e of the 
most rugged characters in his party. 
He was regard ed everywhere as a 
fighter from the “groun d up,” always 
read y for an en coun ter with an y mem­ 
ber of the opposite party or with 
an yon e who happen ed to be arrayed 
again st him in legal m atters. 
It was 
in state politics that Smith became 
famous. 
From the time he was elect­ 
ed to the state sen ate in 1884 from 
Jackson an d Jen n in gs coun ties un til 
a few mon ths ago. he was promin en t 
in his party’s affairs.

bust an d aggressive to a remarkable 
d egree, he became a lead er d urin g 
the first session he served . 
At the 
elcce of the session he was elected 
presid en t pro tern of the sen ate.

His election gave him the 
opportun ity to establish himself firmly 
in the state political game, as d urin g 
the followin g session he was very 
largely in strum en tal in electin g David 
Turpie to the Un ited States sen ate 
an d d efeatin g the late Presid en t Ben ­ 
jamin Harrison , who was the caucus 
n omin ee of the Republican s.

When 
they are rev isited after an interv al o f 
to n o r ev en o f fiv e y ears the changes 
tell no t o nly o f a rapid gro wth bu t o f 
v ery su bstantial gains. 
This Is spe­ 
cially no table in the cities o f the wild 
West, which hav e no thing abo u t them 
to su ggest wildness. 
They abo u nd In 
co stly and handso me residences that 
wo u ld ex cite 
admiratio n 
any where, 
and hav e great o ffice bu ildings and de­ 
partment sto res that wo u ld do credit j 
to Chicago , New Yo rk o r the capitals 
o f Eu ro i>e. 
The su pply o f fine bu si­ 
ness blo cks seems, 
indeed, 
at 
first 
glance to be o u t o f pro po rtio n to the 
needs o f the Inhabitants, bu t the bu ild­ 
ing keeps go ing o n to pro v e that the 
demand is steadily Increasing. 
It is 
no t In the cities alo ne, ho wev er, that 
the American learns a lesso n fro m see­ 
ing his o wn co u ntry , whether he sees it 
befo re o r after trav eling abro ad.

Impressed by the eno rmo u s ex tent o f 
fertile land which makes the greatest 
agricu ltu ral empire in the wo rld. 
lie 
Is impressed also by the v ariety o f the 
pro du cts, and thro u gh his impressio ns 
he co mes nearer the tru th than he po s­ 
sibly co u ld with the aid o f pages o f 
accu rate statistics. At the same time 
he disco v ers that besides the v ariety 
o f pro du cts there is v ariety o f climate 
and scenery to su it all peo ple and that 
natu re has do ne her best 
to 
make 
America a fo rmidable riv al to Eu ro pe 
in appeals to the to u rist. 
There are 
mo u ntains to match against the Alps, 
and seaside reso rts and lakes and riv ­ 
ers o f u nsu rpassed beau ty . 
Bu t the

Here Is a pictu re o f the fro g's ladder 
which is pro v ided fo r this 
weather 
pro phet In Germany and Switzerland. 
In many ho u ses the fro g is kept in a 
bo ttle half filled with water and pro ­ 
v ided with a ladder, and the little fel­ 
lo w’ Is carefu lly watched as to his be­ 
hav io r In u ncertain co nditio ns o f the 
atmo sphere. A nu mber o f weather m ax ­ 
ims are based u po n his po stu re and a a 
tlv lty . If he remains o n o ne o f the lo w'- 
est steps o f the ladder It Is co nsidered 
a su re sign that bad weather Is co m­ 
ing. If he emerges fro m the w ater and 
rests u po n the sto ps abo v e It fine w eath­ 
er may be ex pected, and the higher ho 
sits o n the steps the finer tho weather 
Is su re to be.

the students of the University of Indi­ 
ana, at the biological station at Winona 
Lake. 
Relays of students, according to the 
Nature Study 
Review, placed them­ 
selves In a position to observe contin­ 
uously from daylight to dark the move­ 
ments In the nests of an orchard ori­ 
ole, a pewee, a phoebe and a wren, all 
of which belong to the insect-consum­ 
ing class of birds. 
The little wren's nest, In which there 
were five birds about 3 days old, was 
a scene of great activity, and In the 
nine hours and twenty-six minutes the 
little bird family was under observa­ 
tion the nestlings were fed 113 times, 
most of the food being foraged by the 
male bird, 
but 
distributed by the 
mother bird. 
The food consisted 
of 
cutworms, 
grasshoppers, cabbage worms and sun­ 
dry smaller Insects which were not 
Identified. 
The nest of the phoebe, which con­ 
tained two young birds 4 days old, 
gave e v id e n t of the first activity at 
4 :20 a. m., and between that time and 
7 p. m., when it began to rain, the 
young birds had received 230 Install­ 
ments of dinner. 
The voracity of the 
orioles and pewees were equally re­ 
markable.

little later, early In May, I add four 
barrows of v^ell-rotted manure and mix 
thoroughly. 
Then about the 18th of 
May I make the hills, digging out a 
space seven feet in diameter and 14 
Inches deep, filling In with my compost 
mixing, and with it some of the best 
earth which was thrown out; and when 
finished the hill will be about ten feet 
In diameter and six Inches higher In 
the center than the surrounding level; 
the seed is planted at 
once.

A 1fnlfH ii* a Good F e e d . 
In the year 1003 I read a great deal 
about alfalfa, and so bought 100 pounds 
of seed and as soon as my oat crop 
was sown prepared my land for al­ 
falfa. 
I chose a very rich piece of 
land which I plowed about eight Inches 
deep, pulverized It very fine and then 
sowed the seed broadcast. 
I sowed a 
nurse crop In connection with the al­ 
falfa—25 pounds of alfalfa and one 
bushel of oats, covered with a drag. 
About the first of June I cut and cured 
and put in the barn the alfalfa and 
oats, 
I fed this to my horses and they 
did well. 
Twice after this I cut. the 
alfalfa and let it lie on the land for 
mulch. 
The second year I out the al­ 
falfa three times, making about six 
tons to the acre In all for the second 
year. 
The third year I cut It four 
times, making ton tons to the acre for 
tbo season of 1903. 
My hogs eat the 
dry alfalfa with relish, in fact, every 
animal on the place seems to be crazy 
to eat alfalfa hay. 
I feed n few cat­ 
tle every year arid give them shelled 
corn, eai corn and shock corn with oil 
the alfalfa hay they will eat. 
They 
have a good barn to stay In nights and 
stormy weather, and I never In all 
my feeding saw cattle gain in three 
months as these illd from the time I 
put them In the feed yard until they 
were shipped to market. 
I think al- 
falfa Is one of the most paying crops 
a farm er can raise, and I have been 
so well pleased with my experience 
that I am mulching the alfalfa w ith 
manure and think It will help It to 
winter.

A study was made by the United 
States D epartm ent of Agriculture of 
tbo forest plantations In Eastern Ne­ 
braska to ascertain the species of trees 
best suited for planting throughout 
the region. 
The plantations already 
In existence were studied with ref­ 
erence to their 
silvicultural 
require­ 
ments, the amount and value of wood 
products grown, and the effect of dif­ 
ferent methods of planting. 
'1 he planting of forests has decreased 
In Eastern Nebraska In recent years, 
and some of the earlier planted iorests 
are being cut off. 
Tables are given, 
showing 
the 
height 
and 
diameter 
growth of the principal species of trcea 
planted In Eastern Nebraska over a 
period of fifty years, the amount of 
heart wood In trees of varloas diame­ 
ters, and the yield of cottonwood on 
bottom land and on upland, osage or­ 
ange, white willow, silver maple, box 
elder, Russian mulberry, 
white 
elm, 
Lombardy poplar, black locust and va­ 
rious other species of broad-leaf treei 
and of pines. 
The data obtained show that hardy 
catalpa, osage orange, black 
wafnut, 
cottonwood, white willow, 
green 
ash 
and honey locust can be grown with 
profit In Eastern Nebraska. 
“Hardy 
catalpa, osage orange and green ash 
should be planted 
chiefly 
for 
fence 
posts, white willow for fuel, black wal­ 
nut for lumber and cottonwood for fuel 
and lumber. 
All attain their best de­ 
velopment in rich, well-dralnod valleys. 
Cottonwood, white willow and 
black 
walnut 
are 
essentially 
bottom-land 
trees. 
Osage orange should b© planted 
on upland only In fertile soils in south­ 
eastern counties. 
The range of hardy 
catalpa In upland planting is consid­ 
erably wider, but It must have good 
soil. 
Green ash and honey locust are 
especially 
adapted 
for

upland 
planting In the

southwestern counties.

Robert E. Peary talked entertainingly 
of his plans. 
Askrd if he expected to reach the 
pole this time, Peary said; 
“ A man 
who has had any experience in the 
north knows that to say he will do a 
certain thing up there. Is madness. 
I 
have learned many lessons from my 
other trips, especially my last one, 
and I shall profit by all these experi­ 
ences. 
W hether 1 shall find the North 
pole or not is a question which w ill 
not be answered until I have either 
reached it or failed. 
It w ill not be 
because 1 am not prepared, or do not 
try, if 1 do not succeed in attaining 
the object for which I am going.” 
Asked if he should ever try again 
if not successful this time, Command­ 
er 
Peary 
said: 
“ The 
newspapers 
have credited me with saying that I 
shall never make the attempt again. 
1 do not say whether I shall or not. 
Future circumstances and conditions 
only will govern me in that. 
“ I am 
already 
over three weeks 
late in starting and it is very possible 
that before I finally get away from 
New York I shall be four weeks be­ 
hind, 
From Sydney. I shall 
go to 
Cape York, which point 1 expect to 
reach this year in ten days from Syd ­ 
ney. 
From there I shall carry out 
the program which has already been 
published.” 
Asked if he had ample funds for 
carrying out the expedition. Command­ 
er Peary replied: 
“ I w ill say one 
thing, and that is. that the delays in 
the repairs on the boilers of the Roose­ 
velt have been aggravating and are 
now worrying me a great deal more 
than the money with which to finance 
the expedition.” 
Commander Peary appeared to he 
in rugged health and was full of en­ 
thusiasm for the trip.

The first day of the Indiana fair is 
usually one of “ get ready" and light 
attendance, but at the coming fair it 
will be one of the most important of 
the week, for it w ill m ark the dedica­ 
tion of the livestock pavilion, which 
is being completed at a cost of $110,- 
000. 
The ceremonies of the dedica­ 
tion will include an address by an 
eminent speaker and band concerts. 
The first day w ill have on the pro­ 
gram practically all of the features of 
every other day. 
The vaudeville at­ 
tractions, including acrobats, trapeze 
performers 
and 
bicyclists, 
w ill 
be 
given before the grandstand, and the 
races w ill begin at 1 p. m. 
Monday 
w ill be children’s day, when they and 
their teachers w ill be admitted free. 
The “ grand opening” of the livestock 
pavilion will he held on Monday night, 
wrhen the big building wdll be illum ­ 
inated. and an extensive program w ill 
be given. 
The judges are to begin their work 
of tying on ribbons in all departments 
of the fair on Tuesday morning, and 
exhibitors who are not ready for the 
contests will be shut out. 
At 9 o’clock 
the new pavilion will be placed in 
practical use for the first time, as in 
its large arena w ill appear the draft 
horses ar»l mules, where they w ill re­ 
ceive their ribbons. 
The judges wdll 
also make awards in the dairy cattle, 
Berkshire 
and 
Poland 
China 
hogs, 
fine 
wool 
sheep, 
and 
poultry. 
On 
this day, as well as others of fair 
w*eek. 
Weber's 
band, of Cincinnati, 
wdll give concerts near the art build­ 
ing and at the grandstand, and the 
vaudeville features wdll be repeated. 
Tuesday 
wdll 
be 
old 
soldiers' 
day, 
when the veterans w ill be admitted 
free. 
Some big events of the fair wdll be­ 
gin to develop on Wednesday, and the 
exposition management expects all of 
them to be on a much larger scale 
than in any form er year. 
The coach, 
hackney, saddle-horses and ponies will 
contest for prizes in the pavilion. The 
cattle shows in the beef classes w ill 
begin. 
There will be extra displays 
of cut flowers in H orticultural hall. 
One of the best show's of the fair, the 
parade of horses and cattle, will be 
held at 1 o’clock. 
W eber’s band wili 
give a concert lasting three hours in 
the morning and three in the after­ 
noon. 
Thursday, always 
marked by the 
heaviest attendance of the week, wdli 
start its numerous affairs at 9 a. m. 
The chief horse show' of the year in 
Indiana will begin with the light har­ 
ness classes in the arena of the pa­ 
vilion, and coach and carriage tearrns, 
saddle-horses and equipages wdll also 
he before the spectators and judges. 
The work of tying on ribbons wdll on 
Thursday he so far advanced that the 
contests for championships in heavy 
horses, cattle and other livestock may 
be held, and these awards wdll bring 
into the arena the best blood of the 
Hoosier exposition. 
Another parade 
of livestock will also he given. 


On Friday, the last day, the judges 
will complete their work, and at the 
administration 
building the winners 
will receive their money. 
This day, 
too, will be marked by band concerts 
and vaudeville performances. 
The heaviest purses ever awarded 
at the Indiana State F a ir wdll be dis­ 
tributed at the races in September. 
The total amounts to $24,600, or al­ 
most twice what It has been in other 
years. 
The W estern Horseman has 
two stake rac-s, one on Monday for 
three-year-old pacers, the purse being 
$2,100. 
The other is for three-year- 
old trotters, to start on Thursday, the 
purse being $4,100. 
There will be a 
2:30 stake trot on Monday in which 
the purse is $2,000; one on Tuesday 
for a 2:25 stake trot, purse $2,000; 
a stake trot on W ednesday with a 
purse of $2,000; a 2:11 stake pace on 
Friday, purse $2,000. 
There are thir­ 
teen other events, in which the purse 
for each is $800. 
Entries for the coming fair have 
been reaching Charles Downing, sec­ 
retary of the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture, since the exposition of a year 
ago. 
He says that never In the his­ 
tory of the fair have the prizes and 
pursfs been so liberal and throughout 
the exposition the entries have never 
been so heavy. 
He expects the horse 
shows to he the most pretentious ever 
held in Indiana. 
The machinery de­ 
partment will contain so many ex­ 
hibits that if will spread over about 
twenty-five acres of ground. 
The poul­ 
try show' wdll be larger than in rrther 
years, when nearly as many prlze-seek- 
ers have been crowded into tents out­ 
side of the main poultry building as 
could get into i t 


Conspicuous Figure in Indiana Politi­ 


cal Life Passes Away. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 6.— Alonzo Greene 
Smith, one of the best known members 
of the Indianapolis bar, is dead at his 
home, 1606 North Pennsylvania street. 
In 1884 Mr. Sm ith was elected to 
the 
Indiana 
state 
senate 
from 
the 
counties of Jackson and Jennings and 
served in the sessions of 1885 and 
1887, acting as president in the latter 
session. 
At the session of 1889 he 
was elected secretary of the senate. 
In 1890 he was elected attorney-gen­ 
eral of Indiana and served from Nov. 
22 of that year to Nov. 21, 1892. and 
in 
1892 
was re-elected 
for another 
term of two years. 
W hen first elected to the office of 
attorney-general he removed to this 
city, which, since that time, has con­ 
tinuously been his home. 
As attorney- 
general Mr. Sm ith was largely instru­ 
mental in the passage of the tax lawr 
which put a just taxation upon rail­ 
roads, telegraph and telephone compa­ 
nies and other corporations that had 
before that time not borne their due 
share of taxation. 
The contest to 
m aintain this law was carried by Mr. 
Sm ith through all the courts, includ­ 
ing the supreme court of the United 
States and was sustained. 
As a result 
of this law Indiana is now' paying off 
its 
state debt. 
H is 
course in 
tho 
office of attorney-general was that of 
a thoroughly zealous official and re­ 
sulted 
in 
making 
him 
one of tho 
strongest men at the bar in his know­ 
ledge of fundamental law. 
The Ugal 
triumphs 
of the 
state 
during 
this 
period were largely due to the inde­ 
fatigable perseverance and energy of 
Mr. Smith. 
One of the most exciting episodes 
in his career occurred in 1887. when, 
by the resignation of Mahlon D. Man- 
son. 
lieutenant-governor, 
he became 
president of the senate. 
It was at 
this session that David Turpie, caucus 
nominee of the Dem ocratic members, 
pitted 
against 
Benjam in 
Harrison, 
was elected to the United States sen­ 
ate. a result made possible in large 
measure by the coolness and dogged 
obstinacy of Mr. Sm ith, whose door­ 
keepers ejected from the senate the 
late Colonel Robertson, who had been 
elected lieutenant-governor in the off 
year of 1886. and who vainly attempt­ 
ed to preside over the destinies of the 
senatv
